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(57) ABSTRACT 

Agunsight reticle having a system of critically dimensioned 
and positioned target spanning indicia improves the aiming 
of a rifle. The indicia include orthogonally intersecting 
center vertical and center horizontal hairlines, and four 
horizontal range-marker lines of sequentially incremental 
length disposed below the horizontal hairline in bisected 
relationship with the center vertical hairline. The effective- 
ness of the gunsight is enhanced by a shooter's training 
program, interactive with the gunsight, which emphasizes 
the thought processes involving the planning, aiming and 
execution of a shot. 
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
